Consul Atwell at Rouhaix, France, 
reports a decrease in French wheat 
crop over last year. 
The provisional 
figures from France show a crop of 
346,600,554 bushels this year, against 
a crop of 372,049,474 bushels in 1898. 
This Is a falling off of 25,098,963 bush­ 
els from last year, but an increase of 
34,741,590 bushels over the mean pro­ 
duction of the last ten years, which Is 
figured at 379,321,975 bushels. 
Taking 
the general needs of consumption in 
France at 380,158,0^0 bushels, the crop 
will meet the demand, if accounts be 
taken of the exceptionally abundant 
crop of last year, which has left a 
large unconsumed stock of old wheat 
available at present. 
The probable 
importation 
is figured 
at 
4,255,500 
bushels. 
This will probably be con­ 
fined to hard wheat, 
which is not 
grown in France in sufficient quantity 
to meet the needs of m anufacturers of 
alim entary pastes. 
The production of 
the world at large for 1899 is estimated 
by French statisticians at 2,526,000.500 
bushels, against 2,807,076,700 bushels 
for last year, a decrease of 291,076,200 
bushels. 


The num ber of persons employed by 
the railways of the United States, as 
reported on June 30, 1898. was 874,558, 
which Is equivalent to 474 employes 
per IOO miles of line. 
As compared 
with the number of employes for the 
previous year, there was an Increase 
of 51,082. The number of employes on 
June 30, 1898, was 956 In excess of the 
num ber on June 30, 1893. and 89,524 
in excess of the number on June 30, 
1895. The employes of railways, as re­ 
ported to the commission, are divided 
into 18 classes. 
It thus appears that 
on June 30, 1898, there w'ere In the 
employ of the railways 37,939 engine 
men, 38,925 firemen, 26,876 conductors, 
and 66,968 other trainmen. There were 
47,124 switchmen, flagmen and watch­ 
men. A distribution of employes eon 
forming to the four general subdivi­ 
sions of operating expenses shows that 
the services of 32,431 employes were 
required for general administration, or 
18 per IOO miles of line; 
261,866 for 
maintenance of way and structures, or 
142 per IOO miles of line; 171,600 for 
m aintenance of equipment, or 93 per 
IOO miles of line.

trusts, remarks that Mr. W ashburn and 
his friends* do not say how they are 
going to do this and at the same time 
train under the leadership of Hanna. 
It would indeed be difficult for any 
party, under any leadership, to mark 
out a lawful plan of attack upon the 
trusts, but not more so for the Repub­ 
licans than for the party of Calvin S. 
Brice, Coal Oil 
Payne, William 
C. 
Whitney, J. Plerpont Morgan and the 
late Roswell P. Flower, to say noth­ 
ing of Richard Croker, whose interests 
are almost as securely wrapped up in 
trusts as they are in thieving. 
We 
might add that remarks about the lead­ 
ership of Hanna come with bad grace 
from a newspaper which favors 
the 
election for governor of Ohio of John 
R. McLean, who is the richer man of 
the two and was mainly instrumental 
in foisting Joseph Hoadley.a trust law­ 
yer. and Henry B. Payne of the Stand­ 
ard Oil company, upon the Ohio gov­ 
ernorship and senatorship respectively. 
If H anna Is indeed for trusts it is not 
for the western organ of John R. Mc­ 
Lean to think any the less of him be­ 
cause of it. 
Criticisms of Senator Hanna do not 
conceal the fact, however, that during 
the past 
few years the Republicans 
have been more active against trusts 
than the Democrats. 
The Fifty-third 
congress. Democratic, did not move a 
finger against them, and it was left to 
a Republican congress to pass the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law. 
Last winter and 
spring the most drastic laws for the 
suppression of these great combines 
were passed by Republican legislatures, 
the one exception, proving the rule, be­ 
ing the legislature of Texas. As a m a t­ 
ter of fact, there is no politics in trusts. 
They are no more Republican and no 
less Democratic than partnerships are. 
What are the politics of the Anaconda 
Copper company, the Standard Oil. the 
Sugar trust and the Diamond 
Match 
company? 
The Examiner lays especial stress 
not only upon Ilanna, but Griggs. But 
what is the offense of the Republican 
attorney general? 
He refused, as in 
duty bound, to make a federal matter 
out of a wrong which could look for 
lawful redress only in state courts. His 
Democratic predecesor, Richard Olney, 
did worse, as we shall show by a quo­ 
tation from the Examiner itself of a 
past date: 
“ It is probable that the indifference 
or hostility of the attorney generals of 
the Uhited States to the anti-trust laws 
has had something to do with failure 
of the statutes to accomplish anything. 
Attorney General Olney frankly stated 
his belief that the Sherman law was 
unconstitutional, and the remarkable 
decision of the Supreme court in the 
Sugar trust case has the effect that the 
power of the United States over in­ 
terstate commerce applied only to per­ 
sons and corporations whose principal 
business is handling goods for sale and 
not to those whose principal business 
is manufacturing, and that the sugar 
trust’s business was mainly manufac­ 
turing and not selling sugar, seemed to 
support it," 
How can Republican Attorney Gen­ 
eral Griggs’ attitude compromise his 
party any more than Democratic At­ 
torney General Olney’s? 
it is idle and in some degree vicious 
to talk of trusts as the wards and pets 
of parties. 
They are no more so than 
corporations. 
If they are harmful the 
damage falls alike upon the Republican 
and Democrat; if advantageous 
the 
profits and rewards are common to 
both. 
Only demagogues seek to create 
a contrary impression.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

for September. The revenues have been 
so large that the month probably will 
show a surplus of $7,000,000, and the 
first quarter of the fiscal year a sur­ 
plus of more than $2,000,000. 
Possibly our readers may recall that 
at the end of July, the first month of 
the fiscal year, we took the New York 
World to task for the most re m a rk­ 
able exhibition of stupidity about gov­ 
ernm ent finances or the most reckless 
perversion of facts which we had ob­ 
served in a long time. 
W hat 
the 
World did was to take the July def­ 
icit, and, using that as a monthly 
average of deficit, figure out and sol­ 
emnly predict for the fiscal year a def­ 
icit of more than $100,000,000. 
At that 
time we explained to our ignorant con­ 
temporary that July 
deficits 
always 
were enormous owing to the excessive 
expenditures which the government is 
compelled 
to 
make in the opening 
month of its business year. 
Also, we 
warned that Democratic organ, which 
is the fiercest enemy of the Dingley 
tariff and the most ardent champion 
of Aguinaldo, that the July 
showing 
was in reality a very fine one, as the 
deficit of that month was smaller than 
It had been for many years and that it 
boded well for the future.

“good times" prevail capital is on the 
alert for opportunities for investment, 
and when any combination like the 
Sugar trust begins to make large prof­ 
its by advancing prices, this capital 
is available for the organization 
of 
competing corporations, which bring 
down prices to a reasonable basis. 
In the hard times brought about by 
the Wilson free trade law the trusts 
enjoyed immunity from such competi­ 
tion, for there was no money to invest 
In the building of competitive mills 
and factories. 
Then the trusts easily controlled the 
markets,while now at the first evidence 
of unusual profits there springs up a 
competitor which serves as a balance 
wheel to prices. 
These facts show that hard times are 
the best aid to trusts, and that neither 
the tariff nor prosperity are to be held 
responsible for the crimes that 
a r e 
committed in the names of tin* trusts, 
Tacoma (Wash.)

In addition to this if

stated that the foreign 
demand for 
American lumber was never so great 
as now. 
Most of the lumber ahipjH’rt 
to Europe now is sold before it reacbe 
the point of consignment, and prices

It would indeed be difficult for any 
party, under any leadership, to m ark 
out a lawful plan of attack upon the 
trusts, but not more so for the R epub-* 
Means th an for the party of Calvin S. 
Brice, Coal Oil 
Payne, W illiam 
C. 
W hitney, J. Pierpont Morgan and the 
late Roswell P. Flower, to say noth­ 
ing of R ichard Croker, whose interests 
are aln\ost as securely wrapped up in 
trusts as they are in thieving. 
We 
m ight add th a t rem arks about the lead­ 
ership of H an n a come with bad grace 
from a new spaper which favors 
the 
election for governor of Ohio of John 
R. McKean, who is the richer m an of 
th e two and was mainly instrum ental 
in foisting Joseph Hoadley.a tru st law­ 
yer, and H enry B. Payne of the Stand­ 
ard Oil company, upon the Ohio gov­ 
ernorship and senatorship respectively. 
If H anna is indeed for trusts it is not 
for the w estern organ of John R. Mc­ 
Lean to think any the less of him be­ 
cause of it. 
Criticisms of Senator H anna do not 
conceal the fact, however, th a t during 
the past 
few years the Republicans 
have been more active against trusts 
than the Democrats. 
The Fifty-third 
congress, Democratic, did not move a 
finger against them, and it was left to 
a Republican congress to pass the Sher­ 
m an an ti-tru st law. 
L ast w inter and 
spring the m ost drastic laws for the 
suppression of these great combines 
were passed by Republican legislatures, 
the one exception, proving the rule, be­ 
ing the legislature of Texas. As a m at­ 
ter of fact, there is no politics in trusts. 
They are no more Republican and no 
less Democratic than partnerships are. 
W hat are the politics of the Anaconda 
Copper company, the Standard Oil, the 
Sugar tru st and the Diamond Match 
com pany? 
The E xam iner lays especial stress 
not only upon Hanna, but Griggs. But 
w hat is the offense of the Republican 
attorney general? 
He refused, as in 
duty bound, to make a federal m atter 
out of a wrong which could look for 
lawful redress only in state courts. His 
Democratic predecesor, R ichard Olney, 
did worse, as we shall show by a quo­ 
tation from the Exam iner itself of a 
past date: 
“ It is probable th at the indifference 
or hostility of the attorney generals of 
the Uhited States to the an ti-tru st laws 
has had som ething to do with failure 
of the statutes to accomplish anything 
A ttorney General Olney frankly stated 
his belief th at the Sherm an law was 
unconstitutional, and the rem arkable 
decision of the Supreme court in the 
Sugar tru st case has the effect that the 
power of the United States over in 
terstate commerce applied only to per­ 
sons and corporations whose principal 
business is handling goods for sale and 
not to those whose principal business 
is m anufacturing, and th at the sugar 
tru st’s business was mainly m anufac­ 
turing and not selling sugar, seemed to 
support it.” 
How can Republican Attorney Gen 
eral Griggs’ attitude compromise his 
party any more than Democratic At­ 
torney General Olney’s? 
It is idle and in some degree vicious 
to talk of trusts as the wards and pets 
of parties. 
They are no more so than 
corporations, 
lf they are harm ful the 
dam age falls alike upon the Republican 
and Democrat: 
if advantageous 
the 
profits and rewards are common to 
both. 
Only demagogues seek to create 
a contrary im pression.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Tilts has been illustrated in the 
past few m onths to the satisfaction of 
all who have kfcpt posted in regard to 
the progress of trusts and com bina­ 
tions. 
No sooner than an industrial 
combination has attem pted to advance 
prices beyond a reasonable profit than 
competition 
has 
sprung up. 
W hen 
“good times" prevail capital is on the 
alert for opportunities for investm ent, 
and when any combination like the 
Sugar trust begins to m ake lapge prof­ 
its by advancing prices, this capital 
is available for the organization 
of 
competing corporations, which bring 
down prices to a reasonable basis. 
In the hard times brought about by 
the Wilson free trade law the trusts 
enjoyed im m unity from such com peti­ 
tion, for there was no money to invest 
In the building of competitive mills 
and factories. 
Then the trusts easily controlled the 
markets,while now at the first evidence 
of unusual profits there springs up a 
com petitor which serves as a balance 
wheel to prices. 
These facts show that hard times are 
the best aid to trusts, and th a t neither 
the tariff nor prosperity are to be held 
responsible for the crimes th at are 
committed in the names of the trusts.

They purchase more ag­ 
ricultural Implements, m ore clothing, 
more organs and pianos, more furni­ 
ture for their houses, and more build­ 
ing m aterials for new hoifses. aud in 
so doing contribute to the demand that 
induces activity in all m anufacturing 
establishm ents.

sits firmly strapped in the execution 
chair, is to be inclosed in a helmet 
sim ilar to that of a diver.

the temples of the wearer are two 
holes, through which the needles, duly 
connected with the source of electric 
current employed, pass. 
As Hie exe- 
eutioner touches a button, in J co turns 
on the current, the two needles leap

W ith them they carry 
powerful alternating 
currents, which 
rupture and destroy the brain cells 
with such rapidity that one convulsive 
movement of the victim is the only 
sign that life is extinct.

trical method adopted in this country 
will be doubted by many.
